Claim 17 (previously presented) : The method according to 
claim 11 wherein the immunologically effective platelet protein 
or the peptide fragment thereof is formulated for delivery 
through mucosal tissue. 

Claim 18 (new) : A method for stimulating proliferation of 
peripheral blood mononuclear cells in a subject, said method 
comprising administering to the subject an immunologically 
effective linear peptide fragment of a human platelet antigen 
(HPA) .
